A BILL FOR AN ACT to amend the Indiana Code concerning
human services.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Indiana:

SECTION 1.1C12-17.2-3.4 IS ADDED TO THE INDIANA CODE
AS A NEW CHAPTER TO READ AS FOLLOWS [EFFECTIVE
JULY 1, 2015]:

Chapter 3.4. Child Care and Development Fund

Sec. 1. The definitions in IC 12-17.2-3.5 apply throughout this
chapter.

Sec. 2. As used in this chapter, "CCDF" refers to the federal
Child Care and Development Fund voucher program administered
under 45 CFR 98 and 45 CFR 99.

Sec. 3. A child who:

(1) receives child care paid for by a CCDF voucher payment;
and
(2) otherwise meets the eligibility criteria under 45 CFR 98.20
for continued payment under CCDF;

remains eligible to continue to receive child care paid for by a
